IRISH DERBY FINISH. One of the warmer controversies of the year in Ire- 
land and England was touched off by the disqualification of Premonition in the 
Irish Derby. W. Rickaby, riding Chamier (on rail), protested that his mount 
at one point was pinned so close to the rails that he could not draw his whip. 
After the race was awarded to Chamier, Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, trainer of 
Premonition, called the decision “ridiculous” and cited the finish photograph, 
which showed ample racing room. Sea Charger, by Royal Charger, was third. 


Some More Pie From Ireland 


In the yearling sales at Ballsbridge 
(Dublin) in September last year, Ray 
Bell of California spent 1,850 guineas 
(about $5.439) for a bay colt by The 
Solicitor out of Whirling Dun. Ireland’s 
leading trainer, P. J. Pendergast, did the 
bidding for him. Runner-up in the bidding 
was the English trainer Harry Wragg. 
Bell named the colt The Pie King and 
sold a_ half-interest to the youngster’s 
namesake, Ellwood B. Johnson, California 
caterer. 


After finishing unplaced in his first 
start, The Pie King won a maiden race at 
Leopardstown in April. in June he went 
to England for the Royal Ascot meeting. 
In the five-furlong Coventry Stakes there 
the favorite was Darius, a Dante colt 
trained by Harry Wragg. The Pie King 
opened at 10 to 1 in the betting and was 
backed for thousands, closing at 11 to 2. 
The Pie King won by four lengths, and 
Wragg was again the runner-up, with 
Darius. 

On July 29 The Pie King won the five- 
furlong Richmond Stakes at Goodwood. 
with King’s Evidence second, Robert Ster- 
ling Clark’s Never Say Die (by *Nasrul- 
lah) third, and Walter M. Jeffords’ Blue 
Prince II (*Princequillo—Blue Denim) 
fourth in the field of six. Gordon Richards, 
who had finished second on Darius at

Ascot. rode the winner this time. 


The Pie King was to run next in the 
Gimcrack Stakes at York August 20. 
Trainer Prendergast already has _pro- 
nounced him better than *Windy City II, 
the 700-guinea fireball which won the 
Gimcrack of 1951 for Bell. After that he 
will be shipped to the U. S., with Garden 
State Park’s $100,000-added race in Oc- 
tober as his objective. Nominations and 
payments already have swollen the gross 
for that contest to more than $239,000, 
Garden State chief Eugene Mori reports. 

If The Pie King should win it—and 
perhaps even if he does not win it—Ray 
Bell will be credited with the extraordinary 
feat of buying two moderately bred year- 
lings at moderate prices and scoring a re- 
sounding international success with each,

to his stable. stopped to harangue a little 
group of goggle-eyed visitors who had just 


seen Native Dancer go by. “Yeah, this is 
ihe gay life.” he said. “You train horses 
all morning. go to look at some yearlings 
for sale. go to the races, check your horses, 
look at yearlings again, go to the sales, 
and then maybe somewhere else. You get 
to bed by 2 o’clock and there’s not a thing 
to do until 5 in the morning.” 

The old-timer was still growling softly 
through the well known strains of a tra: 
ditional Saratoga theme song, but he lack- 
ed the high-pitched intensity of earlier 
years. The Fasig-Tipton Company had 
heard the same chorus a long time. The 
company had noted also that most of the 
buyers who visited Saratoga were too busy 
to stay through more than a few days of 
selling. 

Fasig-Tipton’s new directorate moved to 
remedy the situation this year, It limited 
the Saratoga auctions to five nights and 
catalogued a total of only 251 yearlings, 
thus forcing more rigid selection by con- 
signors and leaving the overflow to be sold 
at Meadow Brook later in the year. 

The result was that owners and trainers, 
except for one week, got more sleep, and 
consignors got the highest average’ price 
in the history of the Saratoga sales. In 
five evenings of selling, Monday through 
Friday, 247 yearlings brought $2,062,500. 
average $8,350—32.3 per cent higher than 
in 1952 and 23.2 per cent higher than the 
previous peak of 1946.

Because of the Fasig-Tipton Company’s 
new policy of restricting, and thus auto- 
matically enriching, the Saratoga cata- 
logue, most comparisons of the yearling 
market with previous years .will have to 


sales at Meadow Brook and Keeneland. 
But there was no question that the matket 
was the strongest in history. If it lacked 
the spectacularly high prices which topped 
the 1946 flurry, it was stronger in all other 
particulars. 


At Keeneland fiilies made a much 
greater gain in average price than colts. 
At Saratoga 145 colts (58.7 per cent of 
the total) averaged $9,204, 36.8 per cent 
higher than in 1952. The 102 fillies aver- 
aged $7,136, up 25.6 per cent over last 
year. 


As at Keeneland, the highest price. at 
Saratoga was paid for a filly, the Aga 
Khan’s daughter of Bois Roussel—Bibibeg 
which went to Daniel G. Van Clief’s Nydrie 
Stud for $39,000. But while Keeneland’s 
three highest prices were all paid for 
fillies, most of Saratoga’s top bids were 
for colts. Brookmeade Stable’s son of Case 
Ace—Dutch Cut went for $38,500 and

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Almahurst Farm sold sons of *Heliopolis 
and War Admiral for $37,500 and $33,000. 
Two other colts were above the second- 
highest of the fillies. 

Last year at Saratoga a bid of $4,000 or 
less would have been enough to buy 169 
yearlings, or 50.9 per cent of the total 
sold. This year many of the bottom 59 
per cent were missing from the catalogue, 
and $4,000 would have got only 27.1 per 
cent of those sold, Last year 18.7 per cent 
of the yearlings got as high as $10,000 in 
the bidding; this year 28.3 per cent were 
in the five-figure category. 

With the catalogue tightened up for the 
1953 sale, no yearling was sold for less 
than $1,200 and only 4 per cent for less 
than $2,000. Last year 54 head, or 16.3 per 
cent, were under $1.200, and 88 yearlings, 
or 25.3 per cent, were under $2,000. 

Summaries of the last three sesions are 
included in this issue, along with a re- 
capitulation of the entire series in several 
categories. 


Wednesday, August 12

at Saratoga brought $298,500, average 
$6,218. 

Largest consignments were those of 
Ellis Farm (seven head). Morven Stud 
(six), George C. Clarke (five), and 
Springsbury Farm (four). The highest 
averages were those of Springsbury Farm 
($9,800), Mrs. R. W. P. Johnston 
($9.733), Morven Stud ($9,700). and the 
imported sonsignment of Keith Freeman 
and William H. Miles ($8,733). 

Highest price of the evening was the 
$23,000 paid by the Owl Stable for Mrs. 
Johnston’s colt by War Jeep out of Theme- 
song, dam of the stakes winners Leslie 
Grey and Dance Team. C. T. Chenery paid 
$20,000 for Morven Stud’s colt by *Prince- 
quillo out of Mrs. Ames, stakes winner and 
dam of the stakes winner Pictus. Half a 
dozen others sold at $10,000 or higher.

The Buyers 


There were 147 buyers for the 247 
yearlings sold at Saratoga last week. Last 
year there were 203 buyers of 336 year- 
lings. The ratio of buyers to yearlings this 
year was about the same as last; in 1952, 
203 buyers got an average of 1.66 year- 
lings, while this year 147 buyers got an 
average of 1.68. 

Because the market was better this year, 
and the yearlings more rigorously selected. 
the average amount of money each of the 
buyers spent was considerably higher, The 
147 buyers this year spent an average of 
$14,031, as compared with $10,341 last 
year. 


The two heaviest buyers at last week’s 
sale were Miss Josephine Abercrombie. 
who bought five head for $72.000, average 
$14,400, and Darby Dan Farm, which took 
two yearlings for $61,000. 

Of those who spent $30.C00 or better at 
Saratoga, only four had bought yearlings 
at Keeneland two weeks earlier. These 
were Miss Abercrombie, who spent $72,000 
at Saratoga and $42,000 for one yearling 
at Keeneland; W. A. Kelley, agent. who 
got five yearlings for $49,200 at Saratoga 
and five for $25,500 at Keeneland; Thom- 
as M. Waller. agent. three for $49.200 at 
Saratoga and two for $24.700 at Keene- 
land; Greentree Farm, three for $39.590 
at Saratoga and two for $42.000 at Keene- 
land.

In 1952 there were 70 consignors to 
the yearling sales at Saratoga.

The most discussed “new” buyer at 
Saratoga was, of course, Arthur Godfrey. 
His advisers were the well known Virginia 
veterinarian Dr. Bob Humphrey, who did 
the bidding, and Morris H. Dixon, who 
will train the Godfrey stable. They bought 
a grand-looking Case Ace colt from the 
Brookmeade consignment for $38.509 on 
Tuesday night. When the report came back 
to the sales arena that Godfrey’s horse 
had collapsed in a van going south Dr. 
Bob was a worried man. It turned out to 
be “the wrong van, the wrong horse, and 
the wrong Godfrey.” On Thursday night 
Dr. Humphrey bought a filly “to go along 
with the colt” for Godfrey’s account. He 
purchased the Pavot—Minnora filly for 
$9,500 from Blue Ridge Farm. 


The Cockfield Stable which purchased 
two yearlings at Saratoga, the Tehran— 
*Hastra colt for $26.000 from the Aga 
Khan and Dinner Hour’s half-brother 
from Brookmeade for $4,000, is owned by 
Mrs. Marion Eppley, the former Mrs, 
John G. Winant, of Boston and New York. 
She has maintained a small stable for sev- 
eral years, including the good horse 
Arcave. She was recently married to Cap- 
tain Eppley. an inventor and during the 
last war a member of Admiral Nimitz’s 
staff in the Pacific. This is Captain Ep- 
pley’s first experience with horses. 


William E. Schlusemeyer who purch- 
ased several yearlings, is the owner of 
Broadview Farm. where the Virginia Gold 
Cup timber race is run, at Warrenton, Va. 
He purchased the farm on the day of the 
Gold Cup this year. Mr. Schlusemeyer was 
busy during the sales telling owners and 
trainers about his winter training grounds, 
the Branchdale Jockey Club at Holly Hill, 
S. C.. about 30 miles from Orangeburg. 
The three-quarter mile track is equipped 
with an electric starting gate. There is 
stabling for 100 horses on the grounds and 
additional stabling for another 100 nearby. 
This year there will be several one-day 
meetings at Branchdale.

The Dancer and Helicopter, 
A Couple of Good Performers 


SARATOGA SPRINGS 


From time to time since the coming of 
the mutuels. crapehangers have been pre- 
dicting the end of racing at The Spa. 
People, they said gloomily, were getting 
bored with it. Well, I don’t suppose that 
anybody ever was really worried about the 
future of Saratoga, but it certainly looks 
now as if those bright-eyed crystal gazers 
might have done better if they had stuck 
to picking favorites. 


Attendance at the track so far has 
topped that of other years (though the 
volume of betting isn’t quite up to the 
management’s expectations), and last Sat- 
urday it hit an all time high. Whether 
Native Dancer was the glittering magnet, 
or whether customers were just keeping 
up the old custom of seeing the Travers 
Stakes, 28,260 clicked through the turn- 
stiles. 


One likes to see big crowds at any 
track, because they are evidence of rac- 
ing’s popularity. One also likes to get 
about the grandstand and paddock with 
a reasonable amount of elbow room, and 
you certainly couldn’t do that last Satur- 
day. However, the fun of watching Native 
Dancer run more than made up for any 
small discomforts. To the surprise of 
everybody, and to the delight of the Sara- 
toga Association, which grimly expected 
another two-horse, no-betting exhibition. 
there were five runners for the Travers. 
As you know, Native Dancer paid $2.10 
straight and $2.10 place; and. of course. 
there was a minus pool. As a matter of 
fact, there were two: not a very big one 
in the straight, only $902.30, but a little 
dandy of $5,695.85 in the place. After the 
race, one heard fantastic tales of: how the 
lads from Albany pushed wads of hun- 
dred-dollar bills, with the banks’ straps 
still round them, through the sellers’ 
windows. Could happen, for of the $86.938 
in the place pool, $65.837 was bet on 
Native Dancer. 


I fancy there have been a good many 
easy victories. but few as effortless or 
impressive as Native Dancer’s. It seemed 
no more than a good gallop. I’m sure he’s 
done a mile and a quarter in 2:0534 lots 
of times. He merely dropped in behind 
the leaders for about a mile; and, when 
he was well straightened out in the stretch, 
Guerin set him down for about a sixteenth 
of a mile—certainly no more than that— 
and he won by six lengths or so. 


Some of the more vociferous worship- 


pers Alfred Vanderbilt’s gray colt in- 
sisted that Guerin took too many unneces- 
sary chances in the race, keeping Native 
Dancer behind horses and too close to the 
rails. He might have been bumped. or 
jumped on. or goodness knows what else, 
they said. I can’t agree. I thought Guerin 
simply wanted to give the crowd a good 
show. The American Derby is going to be 
something else again. 


NICE POINT. I hardly know what to 
say about that disqualification in the 
Saratoga Special. Although Porterhouse 
bumped *Turn-to—and had his number 
taken down for doing it—it seemed to me 
that Moreno, who rode *Turn-to. pulled 
out from the rails just far enough to give 
Guerin the notion that he could pop Por- 
terhouse through the opening. Then. I 
thought, Moreno sprang the trap. The 
film patrol movies showed that Guerin 
struck *Turn-to across the chest with 
his whip. but that was liable to happen, 
for Guerin whips with his right hand. and 
the colts came down the stretch together. 
and they were awfully close. In the cir- 
cumstance. *Turn-to’s performance was a 
game one. Well, he got the money. 


DANCER SANS GUERIN 


Eric Guerin. who has ridden Native 
Dancer in all of his starts. will not be 
able to ride Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
champion in the $100,000-added Amer- 
ican Derby at Washington Park 
Augst 22, 

Guerin was suspended for 10 days. 
beginning August 18. for his ride on 
Porterhouse in the Saratoga Special on 
August 15. During the Special, Guerin’s 
mount bore out on *Turn-to, which 
finished second but was placed first by 
the stewards. Movies of the race show- 
ed that Guerin also struck *Turn-to with 
his whip. .*Turn-to was ridden by 
Henry Moreno, who rode Dark Star to 
victory in the Kentucky Derby and 
handed Guerin and the Dancer their 
only defeat. 

Guerin was kept off of Native Dancer 
for the American Derby by a New York 
rule which says that “a jockey or train- 
-er under suspension shall not be per- 
mitted to train or to ride in a race dur- 
ing the period of his suspension.” 

It was announced Tuesday that Eddie 
Arcaro would ride Native Dancer in 
the American Derby. 


THUNDERING HOOFS. Your corre- 
spondent is no trotting horse man, but 
the other afternoon he went to Goshen 
to see the Hambletonian Stake. Frankly, 
I was curious as to how on earth 23 
three-year-olds, with fire-wagons attached, 
were going to get around the corners of 
what the aficionados call a kite-shaped 
mile track. (The track looked like Ja- 
maica to me, even if the turns were 
sharper and the stretches longer.) Well, 
they all got round it, in remarkably good 
order, too. 


The extraordinary part of the race was 
the start. Because of the record entry, the 
field was sent away in three rows; ten 
horses in the first, ten in the second 
about a length and a half behind the first 
now, then the three others—the same dis. 
tance behind the second row. 


Post positions are drawn the same way 
they are for the runners. By the way, 
can you imagine the hullabaloo that 
would be raised if one of the spring stakes 
races for 3-year-olds, which frequently 
bring out such large fields they have to 
be split and run off in two sections, ever 
were run off like the Hambletonian. 
There’d probably be a Congressional in- 
vestigation about it. 


However, being drawn in the second 
row. or tier, as they call it, wasn’t as 
hopeless as you'd suppose. Helicopter, a 
sturdy brown filly. which had post posi- 
tion 14, won the second and third heats, 
and, the race. Elby Hanover, in the 20th 
spot, on the very outside of the second 
tier, lost the second heat by a short head. 
Peter Lind. the favorite, which had the 
pole in the first heat and a good position 
in the others, was never close. 


No time records were set in the 28th 
Hambletonian, but a number of others 
were. In addition to the size of the field, 
the purse was the largest for standard- 
breds; it had a gross value of $117,117.98, 
with a net to the winner of $63,126.59. 
Helicopter’s driver, Harry Harvey, who 
gets full marks from me for a very good 
job, was the youngest driver of a winner 
in the annals of the fixture. He’s a mere 
29. Heliocopter, which is by Hoot Mon, 
is the first Hambletonian winner by a 
Hambletonian winner. She’s from one of 
Hoot Mon’s first crop of foals. She was 
bred by Richard Hoke at Mengas Mills, 
Pa., and was sold as a weanling to Cas- 
tleton Farm for $1,100. Castleton Farm 
sold her as a yearling to Delvin Miller 
for $3,000, and Miller, who still trains 
her, sold her last year to J. Elgin Arm- 
strong and C. F. Armstrong of Brampton, 
Ontario, for $7,500. It was the first time 
a Canadian owner won the Hambletonian. 


Incidentally, if you want to make any- 
thing of it, just about the time Helicopter 
was winning her first heat at Goshen, E. P. 
Taylor’s Canadiana was winning the Test 
Stakes at Saratoga. 
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ATBA Meets at Saratoga 


The American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, at its annual meeting in Sara- 
toga last year, made plans to gain a larger 
and more representative membership and 
to take a livelier part in the affairs of the 
American Turf. Last week, on the morn- 
ing of Friday, August 14, members of the 
organization met in the president’s room 
of the Saratoga Association to hear a re- 
port on the year’s activity, to discuss plans 
for the future, and to elect trustees. 


Attendance at the annual meeting was 
the largest ever. John Hay Whitney, chair- 
man of the board, presided. President 
Arthur B. Hancock Jr. summarized the 
years work. Secretary Gayle A. Mohney 
and Treasurer L. A. Beard made reports. 
Others present included Leslie Combs II, 
Nelson Asiel, C, F. Morriss, Carleton F. 
Burke. E. B. Benjamin, L. L. Haggin II, 
Dr. Eslie Asbury, Alfred Vanderbilt, C. T. 
Chenery, Mrs. Joseph Walker, L. P. Do- 
herty, and John de Blois Wack. Also pres- 
ent were Field Secretary Alex Bower and 
J. A. Estes and Dan M. Bowmar of the 
staff of THe Bioop-Horse. 

Three new trustees were elected to the 
12-man board, Clarkson Beard, Leslie 
Combs II, and John de Blois Wack re- 
placing Hal Price Headley, Walter M. 
Jeffords, and George D. Widener. The 
trustees then elected Clarkson Beard 
treasurer, replacing his father. and _re- 
elected other officers. 

President Hancock later renamed an 
executive committee of five members: 
Messrs. Haggin, Hancock, Mohney. Daniel 


G. Van Clief, and John Hay Whitney. 


Mr. Hancock, ending his first year as 
president of the organization, summar- 
ized the year’s work in the following 
report: 


At the annual meeting of the American Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Asscciation, Inc., in August, 
1952, it was decided to enlarge the membership of 
the organization. Accordingly this was the principal 
matter taken up by me following my return to 
Kentucky. 

Tue Broop-Horse circulation list and other 
sources were used to compile a list of prospective 
members, who were selected on the basis of their 
investment and interest in racing and breeding and 
their standing in their communities, so far as it 
was known. The chief considerations were to select 
persons who were likely to take an active part in 
ATBA affairs and who had no connections which 
would bring the organization into disrepute. 

Personal letters were written to 330 prospective 
members. In order to handle the considerable 
amount of clerical work involved, an office was 
established in the Blood-Horse building at Lexing- 
ton. A secretary-clerical worker was hired to assist 
the field secretary with the correspondence, and 
office equipment and stationery was purchased. The 
response to the invitations to membership may be 
considered reasonably successful. Of those invited, 
138 have joined, making a total membership of 177. 
A follow-up printed piece later was sent to those 
who had not accepted the initial invitation, but 
the response was small. Apparently the personal 
letters that were first mailed out had gained favor- 
able attention from those who were genuinely in- 


terested in ATBA membership. For various reasons 
the others did not care to join. 

In the belief that Federal tax matters 
were of great concern to breeders and other horse- 
men, and that this was a field in which the ATBA 
could be useful, the firm of Hifner. Fortune, and 
Potter, certified public accountants, was engaged 
to compile A Horseman’s Tax Primer. This repre- 
sented an exploratory move because nothing quite 
like it had ever been written before, but the 
accounting firm had considerable experience with 
horsemen’s tax problems and the resulting book 
was considered quite useful by many people. Copies 
were distributed to ATBA members without charge, 
and 43 additional copies were sold at $15 each, a 
total of $645. This was almost enough to defray 
the cost of having the booklet written and pub- 
lished. 

Also in the interest of assisting horsemen with 
Federal tax problems, the ATBA communicated 
with the National Live Stock Tax Committee. This 
is an organization with headquarters at Denver, 
Colorado. It has seven principal sponsors represent- 
ing major livestock organizations, and it also is 
supported by 35 state organizations of cattle 
breeders, wool growers, and so on. Stephen H. 
Hart, attorney representing the Committee, visited 
Lexington in June and conferred with L. L. Hag- 
gin, Gayle Mohney, Alex Bower, and myself re- 
garding ATBA affiliation with the livestock group. 

Mr. Hart explained that through members of 
Congress and other sources the Committee keeps 
itself informed about Tederal legislation affecting 
animal breeders. So far, their efforts in represent- 
ing livestock breeders before Congressional com- 
mittees and in conference with Bureau of Internal 
Revenue officials have been successful, he said. The 
Committee does not maintain a lobby and does not 
employ pressure, Mr. Hart stated. It organizes its 
facts and places them before the proper people. 
Mr. Hart said that the committee would welcome 
the affiliation of the ATBA, and we already have 
become tentatively associated with them, though we 
have not made a financial contribution. 

(In a report made to members of the National 
Live Stock Tax Committee recently, Mr. Hart 
said that he had been at Lexington on ‘a very 
interesting visit.” The interests of the horse people, 
he stated, “are identical with the rest with respect 
to accounting methods, expenses vs. capital, de- 
preciation, salvage value, loss carry-back, etc.’’ He 
added that the horsemen “have influence in certain 
sections of the country and with certain people. 
where we have none. In our common field we can 
clearly help each other.’’) 

Another activity of the ATBA has been the co- 
sponsorship, with the Grayson Foundation and the 
University of Kentucky. of the annual Stud Man- 
agers Course held at Lexington each fall. This has 
been a most successful enterprise and has been very 
well received by breeders from all sections of the 
country. Besides contributing considerable useful 
information to Thoroughbred horsemen, it has had 
the subsidiary effect of bringing closer relation- 
ship between Thoroughbred people and men repre- 
senting the Standardbred and Saddle Horse indus- 
tries, who have attended the course in substantial 
numbers. The ATBA contribution to the Stud Man- 
agers Course has been through the field secretary, 
who serves as secretary-treasurer of the committee 
in charge and who compiles and edits the printed 
proceedings. It is probable that the ATBA will 
assume a larger share of responsibility for the 
course this fall through furnishing secretarial per- 
sonnel for transcribing the lectures and keeping 
records. Copies of the 1952 lectures were furnished 
ATBA members without charge, the cost being de- 
frayed by the Association. A total of 11 ATBA 
members requested these books. 

Another ATBA activity was the publication of 
a statistical summary for the year 1952. Pedigrees 
of stakes winners, and sire lists, were included in 
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this publication, which also contained a complete 
list of all Experimental Free Handicaps since they 
were started in 1933. It is believed that a complete 
list of Experimental weights was never compiled 
before. Also in process of printing is a complete 
broodmare sire list for 1952, containing the records 
of 1,811 stallions and 8,791 broodmares, plus 23,813 
starters, organized alphabetically. This was a tedi- 
ous and painstaking task, but it has been completed 
and will be mailed to all ATBA members for in- 
clusion in their loose-leaf statistical summary. It 
also has been an expensive undertaking, involving 
considerable clerical work and much time for lino- 
type operators. 

The Average-Earnings Index for 1952, compiled 
by the ATBA research bureau under the direction 
of J. A. Estes, has been published and mailed to 
members. 

When it became known that Senate Bill 2314, 
which would prohibit the publication of certain 
indispensable Turfs news prior to a race, was up 
for consideration, the ATBA sent 47 telegrams to 
its members in 22 states, and also communicated 
with the Kentucky senators. The response to these 
telegrams was very good. 

The ATBA, through its president, was repre- 
sented at an informal discussion of racing’s prob- 
lems at the offices of The Jockey Club on July 1. 
Other ATBA members were present in various 
capacities. 

Another activity of the ATBA has been the sup- 
plying of information to students, writers, and 
other persons interested in racing. Many questions 
have been received from such sources during the 
last year, and copies of the “Introduction to the 
Thoroughbred Horse,” published by Tue Broop- 
Horst, have been sent to individuals seeking in- 
formation about racing and breeding. The ATBA 
also has assisted the secretary of the National As- 
sociation of State Racing Commissioners in replying 
to inquiries about racing. Through THe Broop- 
Horst, the ATBA also has continued to publish 
news and statistics of interest and value to Thor- 
oughbred breeders. Much of this information would 
not be available except through THE BLoop-Horse. 


Discussion at the meeting ranged 
through a variety of subjects, including 
condition books, further statistical serv- 
ices, the possibility of bringing about a 
removal of the restrictions which prevent 
American horses from going to Australia, 
the affairs of THe BLoop-Horse (which 
is owned by the ATBA), and additional 
meetings for the membership. Several 
matters were recommended to the trus- 
tees and executive committee for study. 

Without being dramatic about it, the 
ATBA was beginning once more—for the 
first time since the years immediately fol- 
lowing its organization—to accept the re- 
sponsibilities of a group representing 
Thoroughbred breeders on a_ national 
basis. 


NO RINGERS 


August 16 marked the seventh annivers- 
ary of the beginning of the lip tattoo 
method of horse identification, instituted 
by the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau. 

During these seven years, the TRPB has 
tattooed 41,045 Thoroughbreds, and no 
tattooed horse ever has been involved in 
a ringer case, the TRPB reports. All 37 
tracks in the Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
ciation now require that each starter be 
tattooed by the TRPB.

Queen Hopeful won the Arlington Lassie in her 
last start before the Mademoiselle, but the bettors 
at Washington Park made Jay Jay Gee, winner of 
an allowance race in her last start, favorite for the 
second division. 

Jay Jay Gee was fastest away from the gate, and 
led for the first three furlongs. Chorus Khal, Calli- 
fornia’s representative, then took over and held 
the lead until the stretch. Queen Hopeful and 
Greek Lady passed the pace-setters at the eighth- 
pole. Queen Hopeful maintained a slight margin 
until a few yards from the finish, where Greek 
Lady pulled even. 

Queen Hopeful, which cost $5,800 at the 1952 
Keeneland summer sales, now has won $87,103. Her 
other stakes placings include a second in the Miss 
America Stakes and a third in the Pollyanna Stakes. 

Roman, Queen Hopeful’s sire, is owned by a 
syndicate and stands at Elmendorf Farm, Lexing- 
ton. He has five other stakes winners this year, in- 
cluding Roaming, Hueso, Hasty Road, Lady Boun- 
cer, and Riant. 

Playfull, Queen Hopeful’s dam, was sold this 
spring by George Hume, who bred and sold Queen 
Hopeful, to Melvin Carter, of Frankfort, Ky., 
Shortly after Mr. Carter bought her, Playfull foaled 
a Bimelech colt. Mr. Hume has a yearling filly by 
Reaping Reward—Playfull which he will sell at 
the Keeneland fall sales. 


GROUCHO 


After a layoff of about a year Bullreigh 
Jr.. a stakes winner in 1951, has returned 
to racing in California with a vengeance. 

He was running ahead in the feature 
race at Del Mar on August 11, but a few 
yards from the finish when he suddenly 
reached out and tried to bite Jumbo, a 
horse moving up on him. Joe Phillippi, 
Bullreigh Jr.’s jockey, had to pull up his 
mount, and Jumbo went on to win by a 
head. 

Bullreigh Jr. is a 7-year-old horse by 
Bull Reigh—Nourishment, by Manna. In 
1951, he won the Admission Day Handi- 
cap and placed in seven other stakes, in- 
cluding a close second to Be Fleet in the 
San Francisco County Handicap (with 
Bewitch and Sturdy One in the field) and 
a third to Coaltown and Special Touch in 
the Children’s Hospital Handicap.

Greek Lady had won a maiden race and finished 
third in an allowance race before the Mademoiselle. 
In each of her previous stakes efforts, the Fashion 
Stakes at Belmont Park and the Arlington Lassie, 
she finished fifth. 


Foaled April 8, 1951, at Coldstream Stud, Lex- 
ington, Greek Lady also was a sales yearling. 
Henry H. Knight, who bought all of the 1951 
Coldstream foals, sold her last summer at Saratoga 
in his Almahurst Farm consignment. Mr. and Mrs. 


Wallace Gilroy paid $27,000 for her. 


Greek Lady is the fifth stakes winner this year 
for *Heliopolis, which is owned by a syndicate and 
stands at Coldstream Farm, Lexington. The others 
are Emardee, Grecian Queen, Sincerely, and Ode. 


Farmerette was sold in the 1951 Keeneland 
fall sales for $56,000 to Mrs. Parker Poe’s Shawnee 
Farm, Harrodsburg, Ky. Shawnee sold a_ full 
brother to Greek Lady at-last month’s Keeneland 
summer sales for $21,000 to Emil Denemark. Farm-
